2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior arts are US 5,059,713 and US 4,942,259, both of which teach similar process of 
making N-vinyl amides, see for example claims of both the patents. However, the 
references differ from the claimed process in that none of the references suggest 
reactant to be a salt of N-vinylformamide. There is no motivation to arrive at the claimed 
process using the prior art processes, as none of the references suggest starting 
material, salt of the amide.
